By U. S. Soldiers 


Major Grayson Murphy 
Warns of \Atrocities “Hor- 
rible, Brutal, Beastly and 
Consistently Official,” 
That Are Coming. —

New-York, January 23.—Warning of 
the atrocities, “horrible, brutal, beastly 
and consistently official,” that Ameri- 
can soldiers will soon be suffering at 
the hands of Germany’s inhuman army, 
was voiced in an address here tonight 
by Major Grayson M. P. Murphy, for- 
merly in charge of the American Red 
Cross work in France, who returned 
to this country Sunday. Major Murphy 
resigned from the Red Cross to join 
the staff of General Pershing. 

“T cannot describe the horrible things 
that Germany has done to women and 
children and the poor, old suffering 
people in countries where she has set 
her dreadful foot,” Major Murphy said. 
“British officers told of scores of 
wounded English soldiers piled in heaps 
pane then bombarded. with hand gren- 
ades. It will be but a short time be- 
‘fore our boys are going to suffer those 
same things. You have got to build 
jand sacrifice no matter what it costs 
to beat that beast.” 

Building up the spirit of the people 
behind the lines in Europe is the great 
work of the Red Cross, the speaker 
declared. 

“Any peace that is made on the basis 
of today’s conditions,” Major Murphy 
said, “would be practically a complete 
victory for Germany and for the Ger- 
man idea. Germany has lost nothing 
in this war but blood. She has fought 
so far on the territory of others. She 
j has drawn from the territory of others 
vast supplies of materials and vast 
sums of money. She has had 40,000,- 
000 and 60,000,000 people working for 
her for practically no wage—really as 
slaves. She has established her cursed 
hold on Austria, on Turkey and on Bul- 
gwaria and she has murdered Serbia and 
unfortunate Rumania.” 
| If the war ended today, he added, 
“Germany would in time cross thé ocean 
and throw her great military and naval 
power against us. If we can’t beat 
her now while fighting with our allies 
we can never expect to beat her single- 
handed.” 

“An English woman told me,” he con- 
tinued, “that when there was a threat 
of a German invasion the women car- 
ried poison about them to save them- 
selves from what they would face if! 
German troops landed.”

TRYING-OUT PROCESSES

Constant Roaring of Big 
Guns in Intensive Duels 
Seems to Indicate That In- 
fantry Forces Will Shortly 
Be in Death Grapple. 


New York, January 23.—The notable 
feature in the world War is the ap- 
parent resumption, and on a somewhat 
large scale, of the military operations 
on the western front in France and 
Belgium, 

Although for the moment these op- 
erations, viewed from the cold facts 
as announced by the various war of- 
fices, do not transcend in importance 
the usual small operations by raiding 
and reconnoitering parties which have 
been in progress since the severe win- 
try weather began, reading between 
the lines of the communfcation it is 
not difficult to see that the maneuvers 
in progress on various sectors are in 
the nature of trying-out processes of 
a marked charactexy 

From the North sea to the Swiss 
frontier the less@ning in the rigors of 
winter has permitted#@the beigerents 
again to send forth Gheir mén in er- 
terprjses which seemingly foregast the 
intentfon shortly to resume fighting ac- 
tivity more extensively. For weeks the 
big guns alomg the entire battle front 
have been roaring: in ‘intensive duels 
on numerous séctoms, but the infantry 
has lain idle owing ta the deep snows 
and later to the morasses Which form- 
ed as @ result of the thaw. - 


ARTILLERY ACTIONS 
REPORTED INTENSE. 


On their extreme right in north Bel- 
Zium the Germans have carried out 
“important raid” and gained a foot- 
ing in French’advanced trenches east 
of Nieuport, while along nearly all of 
the front in Flanders the artilleries 
have increased the volume of their 
fire. 

To the south, around Lens, Arras and 
St. Quentin, the fighting, although still

Senator Chamberlain plans to rise to 
a question of personal privilege and 
reply at length to President Wilson's 
denunciation of the senator’s recent 
statement that every department of the 
government had broken down in the 
war as a distortion of truth. Several 
speeches on behalf of the administra- 
tion also are planned. 

Chamberlain Spurns Pressure. 

In a series of conferences among sen- 
ate leaders today, plans of procedure in 
the forthcoming contest over the leg- 
islation which the president opposes 
were crystallized. Tonight adminis- 
tration spokesmen expressed confidence 
that the military committee’s bills nev- 
er even would be brought to a vote. 

It was agreed today not to opposé 
Senator Chamberlain’s motion for ref- 
erence to his committee of the war cab- 
inet bill.

To Reduce Coal Hauls.

To Improve Dixie Highway. 

President Winn read a letter from 
Secretary V. Db.

Montgomery, Ala, January 23.—In

$10,000,000 Worth to Be 
Disposed Of in Sixth Dis- 
trict in Five-Day Cam- 
paign--Headquarters Here. 


Plans for conducting a strenuous 
five-day campaign among the financial 
institutions of the Sixth Federal Re- 
serve district to secure subscriptions 
of $10,000,000 worth of United States 
treasury certificates, were perfected 
Wednesday at a conference between 
representatives of Atlanta banks and 
Oscar Wells, president of the First Na- 
tional bank, of Birmingham, Ala., who 
was unanimously chosen by the federal 
reserve board to direct the campaign in 
this district. 

The entire amount of the recent issue 
of United States treasury certificates 
of indebtedness ig $400,000,000, the 
Sixth district’s quota of this amount be- 
ing $10,000,000. 

Mr. Wells has had wide executive 
banking experience, and wil] put a high 
degree of ability and efficiency into 
the sale of these certificates. For the 
past three years he has been presi- 
dent of the First National Bank, of Bir- 
mingham, which carries deposits of 
$22,000,000, and is the largest bank in 
the district outside of New Orleans, and 
prior to that time from its organization 
he was president of the Federal Re- 
serve bank in Dallas, Texas, from which 
position he resigned to accept the pres- 
idency of the First National bank. 

Short Time Obligations. 

These certificates are, in effect, short 
time obligations to meet the current 
expenses of the government in the con- 


duct of the war, and are in denomi- 
nations of one, five, ten and one 
hundred thousand dollars. The certif- 
cates are dated January 22, 1918, and 
are payable Apri] 22, 1918, with inter- 
est at the rate of 4 per cent per annum 
from date.

GERMAN ATTITUDE

London, January 23.—A long state- 
ment dealing with the Brest-Litovsk 
negotiations issued through the, Bol- 
shevik telegraph agency at Petrograd 
emphasizes the absolute German re- 
fusal to give any sort of a guarantee 
of the evacuation of organized terri- 
tories. 

“In such circumstances,” says. the 
statement, “the words ‘self-demonstra- 
tion’ sound like mockery of principles 
and the people concerned.” 

The statement then asks what object 
the Austro-German imperialists had oh 
December 25 in recognizing the prin- 
ciple of a democratic peace, and an- 
swers: 

“The same object as was followed by 
Wilson, Lloyd-George and other im- 
perialists in exhibiting their demo- 
cratic program and throwing humanity 
under the complete control of capital.” 

After a wordy speculation as to what 
prompted the Germans to take the 
course they took in the negotiations, 
the statement continues: 

“The revolution cannot 
atmosphere of deceit and falsehood. 
The revolution may not at a given 
moment be in a position to repudiate 
the annexationists, but it will never 
humiliate itself to call black white and 
won't cover up the brutal annexation- 
ist pretensions with the fig leaf of 
democracy.

NO.COMFORT GIVEN 
TO KAISER WILLIAM 


By Proceedings of British 
Labor Party Convention. 
Labor Supports Stand of 
Lloyd-George and Wilson. 


Nottingham, January 23.—There has 
been small encouragement for the Ger- 
man emperor and the central powers in 
the proceedings of the British labor 
party thus far. The leaders of the 
party show a determination to take a 
Strong line in support of the war as 
the only means of obtaining a demo- 
'Cratic peace, and in this they appear 
to have the loyal support of a ma- 
jority of the delegates. The conference 
is attended by 800 delegates, represent- 
ing 2,500,000 members of trade unions. 

British Labor’s War Aims. 

Each delegate, as he arrived at the 
convention yesterday or today, was 
handed a circular entitled “British La- 
ybor’s War Aims,” which was a copy of 
the message sent to Russia in the 
name of British labor a few days ago. 
This message is the keynote of the 
whole present policy of the labor party. 
Its war aims show no very great di- 
vergence from the statements by Pres- 
ident Wilson, Premier Lloyd-George 
and other allied statesmen. 

The pacifist minority will make 
strenuous efforts to win over the con- 
ference during the discussion of eleven 
resolutions dealing with the question of 
peace, but there is no reason to believe 
that the conference will go any dis- 
tance with them. 

President Wilson figures as one of 
the labor party’s prophets at this year’s 
convention. In the opening session to- 
day his name was mentioned no less 
[than six times, in each case in con- 
jnection with his recent war aims 
speech, which was described as es- 
sentially the same point of view as the 
British labor party’s. The fraternal 
delegate of the French socialists gain- 
ed hearty applause when he said: 


“President Wilson has declared on 
behalf of the common people of the 


mon people want. This statement has 
now been agreed to by every allied 
government, including the Russian Bol- 
sheviki. In the face of this unanimity 
of opinion the central governments are 
silent, but their peoples are restless 
and disturbed, and before long they, 
too, must come into agreement.” 
Germany Mast Yield. 

At the opening of the annual labor 
conference, Frank Purdy, the pres- 
ident, said that if Germany would not 
accept the terms President Wilson, 
Premier Lloyd-George and the labor 
party had laid down as the minimum, 
“we must fight on.” 

President Purdy said that in view of 
the declarations of President Wilson 
and Premier Lloyd-George, Germany 
could claim no longer that she was 
tighting a defensive war. 

“We see no signs yet,” he added, 
“that Germany and her allies are will- 
ing to accept the principles enunciated 
by Mr. Lloyd-George, Mr. Wilson and 
the labor party.” 

Mr. Purdy said peace by negotiation 
while Germany was occupying terri- 
tory of other countries would be a vic- 
tory for Germany. 

“Peace, when it comes, must be a 
general peace, a just peace, a lasting 
peace that will secure liberty and free- 
dom for all nations, great and small: a 
peace based on the will of the people,” 
said Mr. Purdy. “It must be a peace 
in which labor, nationally and interna- 
tionally, must play its part in order to 
secure full and tair consideration of 
its claims. 

“We appreciate the lofty ideals which 
induced the United States to join the 
allies,”’ 

Russ Revolution Welcomed. 

Whatever might be the view of the 
labor representatives as to the effect 
the Russian revolution had exerted on 
the course of the war, the president

The government had sent Arthur 
Henderson, then a member of the cabi- 
net, to Petrograd, Mr. Purdy continued, 
but had declined to accept his advice, 
and even today there was no great anx- 
lety on the part of the British govern- 
ment to recognize those who were rep- 
resenting the Russian people. 

Mr. Purdy’s statement that the decla- 
rations of President Wilson and Pre- 
mier Liloyd-George made it impossible 
for Germany to claim she was fighting 
a defensive war, but that no my could 
be seen that Germany was willing to 
accept the principles proclaimed, was 
received with some dissent, cries of 
“Oh!” and with applause. 

“Will the German democracy define 
its war aims?” Mr. Purdy asked, “Will 
the German democracy face its govern- 
ment as we have faced ours? Will 
Germany agree to evacuate Belgium, 
northern France and the other territo- 
ries over which she holds sway?” There 
were cries of “yes, and Ireland.” 

If Germany Is Sincere. 


“If the German people and the Ger- 
man government,” Mr. Purdy contin- 
ued, “are sincere in their desire for 
peace based on the principles of right- 
eousness and justice, the way is open 
to them, but it must be a peace which 
will leave no germs behind of future 


wars. At present the military part 
in Germany is in the ascendancy.” 

Peace by negotiation while Germany 
held the territories she had conquered, 
the speaker declared, would fasten 
militarism more strongly on the people 
of Germany, the British empire and the 
whole world. 

The action of the United States in 
joining the allies was appreciated, he 
said, not so much because of its help 
as because the unity of the English- 
speaking people the world over had 
been demonstrated thereby.

The senate has chosen a most inoppor- 
tune time for fts political wash day. 

And especially inopportune is the effort of 
some of the senators to force upon the pres!i- 
dent war policies that are specifically disap 
proved by him. 

It would have been bad enough had the 
effort originated from republican sources—it 
is worse that it should be fathered by a few 
democrats. 

After the great struggle is over, after the 
most critical crisis in history is passed, the 
politicians in house and senate will have 
ample time to perform without doing serious 
harm to their country—whatever good they 
may do in criminations and recriminations 
and by flinging political brickbats and 
bludgeons at each other.

While the law fixes March 1 as the final 


date for the filing of income tax reports by 


the citizens, the earlier such returns are 


made to the collector of internal revenue the 
more it will expedite the operations of the 


law and make it effective in the prosecution 


of the war. 

The same holds trve @s to the actual pay- 
ment of the taxes underthis law. The gov- 
ernment allows the taxpayer until June to 
make payment. In oth@r words, the indl- 
vidual subject to taxation under the act 
must make his report not later than March 
1 and payment in accordance therewith not 
later than June 16, falling4n which he will 
be subject to penalty. But the earlier the 
money is turned over to the government the 
earlier it can be applied to the winning of 
the war; and, therefore, advance payment 
comes in line with service to the country. 
Furthermore, Collector A. O. Blalock, to 
whom reports and payments should be made, 
has suggested that it is preferable to the 
government fhat payment be made in cash 
rather than in any other form of tender. 

The public should bear in mind the dis- 
tinction between the income tax law of 1917 
and that of 1916. The latter, which in no 
wise was annulled by the enactment of the 
former, contemplates the raising of revenue 
from income taxation solely to help meet the 
running expenses of the government. All 
revenues derived from taxation under the 
1917 law, however, are to be used expressly 
for war purposes, so that the citizen knows 
that every dollar he pays in accordance with 
the 1917, or war-emergency income tax law, 
will be applied to the maintenance, equip 
ping and comfort of the soldier who has vol- 
unteered or been selected to do his fighting 
on the firing line. 

The element of patriotism that enters 
into prompt and cheerful compliance with 
this law could hardly be more pointedly ex- 
pressed than it is in a letter Collector Bla- 
lock has received from the Hon. William E. 
H. Searcy, Jr., Griffin, judge of the superior 
court, Flint circuit, asking that the neces- 


sary income tax blanks be sent him. In ex: |

Safety for the Household. 


The safety of the home is the subject 
of a new pamphiet just issued by the bureau 
of standards, department of commerce, en- 
titled “Safety for the Household, Bureau of 
Standards Circular No. An interesting 
account of household hazards is given. The 
topics are discussed clearly in a manner 
which would afford a basis for popular edu- 
cation in “Safety First.” The dangers from 
electricity, gas, fire, lightning, household 
chemicals, and the other common causes of 
accident are recited and many actual cases 
are described. The purpose is to aid in re- 
moving needless isk nd fear, and to de- 
velop intelligent caution where the hazard 
cannot be entirely avoided. 


The hazards of the home have increased 
in modern times from the service of gas and 
etectricity and the use of such dangerous 
articles as matches, volatile oils, poisons and 
the like. The use of energy in the home nec- 
essarily involves some risk which intelli- 
gent planning and care will reduce to a 
minimum. 

Caution alone is not enough, since many 
of the dangers are not even suspected. The 
nature of such unknown hazards must be 
made plain. The circular emphasizes} the 
seriousness of some Of the risks not gener- 
ally known, gives simple cautions, and aims 
to guide the formation of habits of care- 
fulness. The circular also suggests effect. 
ive home equipment to minimize the risks 
involved, and aims to encourage public raz. 
ards to provide safety for the household ang 
community. 

It is intended, not to increase fear of ac- 
cident, but rather to remove the’ causes ang 
the need for alarm. The sense of safety 
to be gained by observing these cautions 
would alone justify the careful study of this 
new circular. This circular completes the 
series of three popular household circulars 
which deal wih measurements, materials and 
safety. These form @ valuable addition by 
the bureau of standards to the literature on 
household management. 

The appalling loss of life from avoidable 
causes and injury to person and property 
make the pamphlet especially timely. It is 
believed that thousands of human lives could 
be saved and accidents reduced to the mini- 
mum if the precautions suggested are fo}.

CHAPTER XxX. 
“Chats With 


We were swimming in money, from the 


receipts of our theatrical venture, and had 
forgotten all about the war, when an order 
came through that our brigade would again 
take over their sector of the line. 

The day that these orders were issued. 
our captain assembled the company and asked 
for volunteers to go to the machine gun 
school at St.-Omer. I volunteered and was 
accepted. 

Sixteen men from our %rigade left for 
the course in machine gunnery. This course 
lasted two weeks and we rejoined our unit 
and were assigned to the brigade machine 
gun company. It almost broke my heart 
to leave my company mates. 

The gun we used was the Vickers, Ligh 
.808, water cooled, 

I was still a member of the Suicide club, 
having jumped from the frying pan into the 
fire. I was assigned to Section 1, Gun No. 
9, and the first time “in” took position in 
the front-line trench. 

During the day our gun would be dis- 
mounted on the fire step ready for instant 
use. We shared a dugout with the Lewis 
gunners, at “stand to” we would mount our 
Sun on the parapet and go on watch beside 
it until “stand down” in the morning, then 
the gun would be dismounted and again 
placed in readiness on the fire step. 

We did eight days in the front-line 
trench withayt anything unusual happening 
outside of the ordinary trench routine. On 
the night that we were to “carry out” a 
bombing raid against the German lines was 
pulled off. This raiding party consisted of 
sixty company men, sixteen bombers and four 
Lewis machine guns with their crews. 

The raid took the Boches by surprise and 
was @ complete success, the party bringing 
back twenty-one prisoners. 

The Germans must have been 
sore, because they turned loose a 


aw full, 
parrage 
of shrapnel, with a few “Minnies” ana 
“whizz odie intermixed. The shells were 
droppings to our front line like hailstones. 

To get even, we could have left the pris- 
oners in the fire trench, in charge of the 
men on guard and let them elick Fritz’s 
Strafeing, but Tommy does not treat pris- 
Oners that way. 

‘Five of them were brought into my dug- 
out and turned over to me so that they 
would be safe from the German fire. 

in the candlelight, they looked very much 
shaken, nerves gone and chalky faces, with 
the exception of one, a great big fellow. he 
looked very much at ease. I liked him rrom 
the start. 

I got out the rum jar and Save eacn a 
nip and passed around some fags, the ola 
reliable Woodbines. The other prisoners 
looked their gratitude, but the big fellow 
said in English, “Thank you,; sir, the rum 
is excellent and | appreciate it, also 
kindness.” 

He told me his name was Carl Schmidt, 
of the 66th Bavarian Light infantry: that he 
had lived six years in New York (knew the 
city better than I did), had been to Coney 
Island and many of our ball games. He was 
a@ regular man. I couldn't make him believe 
that Har® Wagner wasn't pest | 
Player in-the world. 

From New York he had gone to London, 
where he worked as a waiter in the Hotel 
Russell, Just before the war he went home 
to Germany to see his parents, the war 
came and he was conscripted. 

He told me he was very sorry to hear 
that London was in ruins from the Zeppelin 
raids. I could not convince hi:u otherwise, 
for hadn't he seen moving pictures in one 
of the German cities of St. Paurs cathedral 
in ruins? 

I changed the subject. because 
so stubborn in his belief. t 
tion to try and pump him for information 
nae to the methods of German snipers, 
who had been causing us trouble in the last 
few days.

for a prisoner. After a while he winked at 
me and I winked back, then the escort came 
to take the prisoners to the rear. I shook 
hands and wished him “the best of luck and 
a safe journey to Blighty.” \ 

I liked that prisoner, he was a fine fellow, 
had an Iron Cross, too. I advised him to 
keep it out of sight, or some Tommy would 
be sending it home to his girl in Blighty 
as a souvenir. 

One dark and rainy night while on guard 
we were looking over the top from the fire 
step of our front-line trench, when we hgard 
a noise immediately in front of our barbed 
wire. The sentry next to me challenged, 
“Halt, Who Comes There?” and brought his 
rifle to the aim. His challenge was answered 
in German. A captain in the next traverse 
climbed upon the sandbagged parapet to 
investigate—a brave but fooMardy deed— 


“Crack” went, a bullet and he tumbled back 


into the trench with a hole through his 
stomach and died a few minutes later. A 
lance-corporal in the next platoon was s0 
enraged at the captain’s death that he 
chucked a Mills bomb in the direction of 
the noise with the shouted warning to us: 
“Duck your nappers, my lucky lads.” A 
sharp dynamite report, a flare In front of us 
and then silence. 

We immediately sent up two star shells, 
and in their light could see two dark forms 
lying on the ground close to our wire. A 
sergeant and four atretcher-bearers went 
out in front and soon returned, carrying two 
limp bodies. Down in the dugout, in the 
flickering light of three candles, we saw 
that they were two German officers, one 4 
captain and the other an Unteroffizier, a 
rank one grade higher than a sergeant-ma- 
jor, but below the grade of a lieutenant 

The captain’s face had been almost com- 
pletely torn away by the bomb’s explosion. 


The Unteroffizier was alive, breathing with: 


difficulty. In a few minutes he opened his 
eyes and blinked in the glare of the candles. 

The pair had evidently been drinking 
heavily, for the alcohol fumes were sicken- 
ing and completely pervaded the dugout. I 
turned away in disgust, hating to see a2 man 
cross the Great Divide full of booze. 

One of our officers could speak German 
and he questioned the dying man. 

In a faint voice, interrupted by frequent 
hicecoughs, the Unteroffizier told his story. 

There had been a drinking bout among 
the officers in one of the German dugouts, 
the main beverage being champagne. With 
a'drunken leer he informed us that cham- 
pagne was plentiful on their side and that 
it did not cost them anything either. About 
seven that night the conversation had turn- 


| ed to the contemptible English, and the cap- 


tain had made a wager that he would hang 
his cap on the English barbed wire to show 
his contempt for the English sentries. The 
wager Was accepted. At eight o’clock the 
captain and he had crept out into No Man’s 
Land to carry out this wager. 

They had gotten about half way across 
when the drink took effect and the captain 
fell asleep. After about two hours of vain 
attempts the Unteroffizier had at last suc- 
ceeded in waking the captain, reminded him 
of his bet, and warned him that he 
be the laughing stock of the officers’ mess 
if he did not accomplish his object, but the 
captain was trembling all over and insisted 
on returning to the German lines. In the 
darkness they lost their bearings and crawl- 
ed toward the English trenches. They reach- 
ed the barbed wire and were suddenly 
challenged by our sentry. Being too drunk 
to realize that the challenge was in English, 
the captain refused to crawl back. Finally 
the Unteroffizier convinced his superior that 
they were in front of the English wire. Real- 
izing this too late, the. captain drew hig re- 
volver and with a muttered curse fired blind- 
ly toward our trench. His bullet no doubt 
killed our captain. 

Then the bomb came over and there he 
was, dving—and a good job, too, we thougnt. 
The captain dead? Well, his men wouldn't 
weep at the news. 

Without giving us any further informa- 
tion the Unteroffizier died. 

We searched the bodies for identification 
disks, but they had left everything behind 
before starting on their foolhardy errand. 

Next afternoon we buried them in our 
little cemetery apart from the graves of the 
Tommies. If you ever go into that cemetery 
you will see two little wooden crosses in 
the corner of the cemetery set away from 
the rest.

Working Class Imperialism. 
There is one factor in the collapse 
of the second international that is still 
unclarified, It dwells at the heart of 
. all the events that the party has pass- 
ed through. = = * : 
The dependence of the proletarian 
class movement, particularly in its 
economic conflicts, upon the scope and 
the successes of the imperialistic policy 
of the state in a question which, as far 
as I know, has never been discussed 
in the socialist press, Nor can I at- 
tempt to solve it in the short space of 
this work, So what I shall say on this 
point will necessarily be in the nature 
of a briew review. 


The proletariat is deeply interested 
in the development of the forces of 
production. The national-state created 
in Europe by the revolutions and wars 
of the years 1789 to 1870 was the basic 
type of the economie evolution of the 
past period. The proletariat contribu- 
ted by its entire conscious policy to 
the development of ‘the forces of pro- 
duction on a national foundation. It 
supported the bourgeoisie in its con- 
flicta with alien enemies for national 
liberation; also in it@ conflicts with 

‘the monarchy, with feudalism and the 
church for political democracy. And in 
the measure in which the bourgeois 
turned to “law and order,” that is, be- 
eame reactionary, the proletariat as- 

 gpumed the. historical task it left un- 

_ completed. In championing a policy of 

peace, culture and democracy, as 
against the bourgeoisie, it contributed 
to the enlargement of the national 
market, and so gave an impetus to the 
development of the forcds of produc- 


to imperialistia policies in the con- 
sciousness of the German workingmen. 
On the contrary, they seemed to usten 
readily to imperialist whisperings veil- 
ed in national and democratic phrase- 
ology. This ia not the first time that 
socialistic imperialism reveals itself in 
the German social democracy. Suffice 
it to recall the fact that at the inter- 
national congress in Stuttgart it was 
the majority of the German delegates, 
notably the trade unionists, who voted 
against the Marxist resolution on |the 
colonial policy. The occurrence made a 
sensation at the time, but its true sig- 
nificance comes out more clearly in the 
light of present events. Just now tne 
trade union press is lmking the cause 
of the German working class to the 


work of the Hohengollern army with 


more consciousness and matter-of-fact- 


ness than do the political organs. 


As long as capitalism remained on a 
national basis, the proletariat could not 
refrain from co-operation in democrat- 
izing the political relations and in de- 
veloping the forces of production 
through its parliamentary, communal 
and other activities. The attempts of 
the anarchists to set up a formal revo- 
lutionary agitation in opposition to the 
political fights of the social democracy 


condemned them to isolation and grad- 


ual extinction. But when the capitalist 
states overstep their national form to 


become imperialistic world powers, the 
proletariat cannot oppose this new im- 


perialism. And the reason is the so-

called minimal program which fash- 
ioned ita policy upon the framework of 


the national state. When its main con-. 


cern is for tariff treaties and social 
legislation, the proletariat is incapable 
of expending the same energy in fight- 
ing imperialism that it did in fighting 
feudalism. By applying its old meth- 
ods of the class struggle—the constant 
adaptation to the movements of the 
markets—to the .changed conditions 
produced by tmperialism, it itself falls 
into material and ideological depend- 
ence on imperialism. 

The only way the proletariat can pit 
its revolutionary force against im- 
perialism is under the banner of s0- 
clalism. 


WORKING CLASS MUST 


‘FORSAKE IMPERIALISM. 


The working class is powerless 
against imperialism as long as its 
great organizations stand by their old 
opportunist tactics. The working class 
will be. all-powerful against imperial- 
ism when it takes to the battlefield of 
social revolution. 


The methods of national parliamen- 
tary opposition not only fail to produce 
objective results, but the laboring 
masses lose all interest in them because 
they find that their earnings and their 
very existence are not affected by what 


is done in parliament. Behind the backs 
of the parliamentarians imperialism 


wins its successes in the world market. 
The methods of national-parliamen- 
tary opposition not only fail to produce 


practical results, but also cease to 
make an appeal to the laboring masses, 
because the workers find that, behind 
the backs of the parliamentarians, im- 
Pperialism, by armed force, reduces the 
wages and the very lives of the work- 
ere to ever greater dependence on_its 
successes in the world market. 


It was clear to every thinking social- 
ist that the only way the proletariat 
could be made to pass from oppor- 
tunism to revolution was not by agi- 
tation, but by a historical upheaval. 
But no one foresaw that history would 
preface this inevitable change of tactics 
by.such a catastrophal collapse of the 
international. History works with 
titanic relentlessness. What is the 
Rheims cathedral to history? And 
what a few hundred or thousand po- 
litical reputations? And what the life 
or death of hundreds of thousands or 
of millions? 

The proletariat has remained too 
long in the preparatory school, much 
longer than its great pioneer fighters 
thought it would. History took her 
broom in hand, swept the international 
of the epigone apart in all directions 
and led the slow-moving millions into 
the field where their last illusions are 
being washed away in blood. A terrible 
experiment! On its result perhaps 
hangs,.the fate of European civiliza- 
tion.

Nevertheless, we be- 
lieve that certain truths regarding the 
operation of the 8-hour law are appar- 
ent and the presentation of such. facts 
as have been collected will be of some 
consequence.

Sis, the law caused an increased ex- 
penditure of $985,503, or 24.59 per cent, 
in January, 1917, by railroads having 
“a total] mileage of 104,355. 

‘To what extent this change will be 
permanent,” the report continued, “we 
do not know, but a reduction in hours 
means to the men that they do not get 
the wage increase indicated above and, 
in some cases, it means considerable 
decrease as where men formerly work- 
ed 12 hours they now work 8 hours for 
the former 10 hours’ pay. To the car- 
riers the reduction in hours does not 
necessarily mean the escape from all of 
the increased cost shown in January. 

“The general change to the eight- 
hour shift has been so recent that it

sion to undertake a special study of 
the effect of reduced hours on ef- 
ficiency. We can make no finding as 
to how much the percentage of in- 
crease in labor cost shown for the 
yard service can be reduced. 


Actual Shortening of Hours. 


“In road service actual experience 
has shown a much less marked change 
in operation, but considering the re- 
peated statement of representatives of 
the railroad that train operation would 
not be affected by the eight-hour law, 
the replies of the carriers were some- 
what surprising in revealing hundreds 
of instances of an actual shortening of 
the hours of road employees.” 

On the eastern roads in slow freight 
service the actual time of engineers 
on duty is from 12 to 13 hours per 
run and considerably less in the south 
and west, the report shows. In both 
slow and fast freight service the en- 
leon igaig are running about ten hours a 

ay. 

Pointing out that the speed basis of 
the actual eight-hour day is approxi- 
mately 12% miles an hour, the report 
concludes: 

“A railroad cannot speed up all the 
freight trains to 12% miles an hour. 
including delays, by any universal 
method. But by close attentiomto the 
problem of reducing delays and with 
sufficient incentive the conditions as 
ta hours of work in road train service 


can be improved according to local con- 


ditions.”’

| Montgomery, Ala., January 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—There is a strict quarantine on 
at Captain S. L. Shuman’s “army post,” 
and there is a well-defined belief among 
the several hundred men out there that 
the horses now at the depot will be 
kept to equip another division, to train 
at Camp Sheridan after the Ohio sol- 
diers leave for “an Atlantic port.” 

It is stated that the division at Camp 
Sheridan now is fully equipped wit 
horses and mules, leaving nearly 2,000 
animals at the dep but horses and 
mules are being received daily and it 
will require but little time for the total 
number to again climb to the 5,000 
mark, where it was before the Buckeye 
division was equipped. Some $13,000 
has been spent recently in building 
more messhalls, bathhouses and bar- 
racks, indicating, old timers point out, 
that the present corps of 600 men prob- 
ably will be increased at an early date. 

The remount depot, located just be- 
yond Oak Park, has little appearance 
of having been in existence only since 
late fall, handsome streets having been 
built, drainage ditches placed and shade 
trees planted. The barracks, proof 
against any wintry winds that might 
blow in Alabama, are comfortably ar- 
ranged inside and not a man in the 600 
has registered a complaint during the 
recent cold weather.

To keep the men in training at Camp 
Gordon fit to fight the battles of de- 
mocracy, there are 3,250 individuals in

This 
organization, with fully-equipped of- 
fices and a number of clerks, handles 
all the thousands of details which go 
to make up the work, In itself, it num- 
bers 175 committeemen, and its weekly 
round table assembles the heada of all 
Ree cmente that are actively in the 

eld. 


Teachers from the schools and col- 
leges of the city are going out to camp 
nightly giving their services free of 
charge in teaching the soldiers French 
and other subjects. Mra. B. M. Boykin’s 
many subcommitteés’take out at least 
150 talented musicians, readers and en- 
tertainers. Church committees on Sat- 
urday afternoons go out in large num- 
bers to bring to the men those motherly 
attentions, such as darning and mend- 
ing. such as the average man stands so 
much in need of. 


The many movements on foot in the 


city require thousands of people. The 
Sunday auditorium concerts involve 
many. The Rotary .club rooms and 
other club and restrooms maintained by 
special organizations employ hundreds.

TRAINING CAMP NEWS 
AT FORT OGLETHORPE 


Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., January 23.— 
(Special.)—-The war _ risk insurance bu- 
reau at the third training camp opened 
this week, and men from the First 
and Second companies were seen rela- 
tive to taking out insurance. Lieuten- 
ant J. D. Palmer, L R. CC, has been 
placed in charge of the work, and de- 
votes his entire time to it. 

Yesterday 108 men from the First 
company were given an opportunity to 
take out insurance, and of this num- 
ber 83 subscribed, 20 had already taken 
it before leaving their organizations 
and five did not want any. All these 
men, with the exception of five, took 
$10,000. From.the second company 60 
men were seen up to closing time, and 
of this number 49 took insurance, nine 
had already taken it and two did not 
want any. 

The net result for the day. was 132 
policies written, with 29 already writ- 
ten, out of a total of 168 mén. Lieu- 
tenant Palmer had spent a week lec- 
turing and explaining to the men the 
benefit of the insurance act, and as a 
result there was no hitch when the 
time came to sign the applications. 
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Twenty additional two-story build- 
ings are to be erected for the post 
hospital at Oglethorpe, according to a 
statement today. Captain Martin Shute, 
constructing quartermaster, stated that 
he had been told additional buildings 
were to be authorized, but that he 
eT not yet received any of the de- 
tails.

Defensive System 


Latest War Training Ac- 
tivity Gives Trench Scene 
Aspect of Real “No Man’s 
Land” in Warring Europe. 


By Loyd A. Wilholt. 

The elaborate system of trenches 
which has been in course of construc- 
tion at Camp Gordon for the past month 
or two has always been a close re- 
semblance to the real ‘“‘fighting ditches” 
of European battlefields, but there was 
one thing lacking to make the view 
from Trench hill take on the appear- 
ance of a genuine No Man’s Land. 

The lacking element in the war scene 
was the regulation barbed wire entan- 
glements and defenses that are always 
associated with the modern battlefield, 
and now Camp Gordon has a system of 
wiring about her trenches that rival 
any constructed abroad. 

The training in the erection of barbed 
wire entanglements was begun recently 
by experts from the British and French 
armies who are now assigned to Camp 
Gordon to aid in the intensive war 
training schedule in force there, and 
no time has been lost in establishing 
a defensive around Gordon’s trench sys- 
tem that would block the way of a 
formidable force. 

A Strong Defense. 

Close to the ground, some distance in 
the air, hidden and apparent, the strong 
strands of prickly wire run in all di- 
rections in and out among the zig-Zag- 
ging trenches. The defensive wire sys- 
tem is being made stronger every day 
with the additional training of new 
men from the infantry forces of the 
kLighty-second division. 

The steel helmets that are now on 
hand for the use of the soldiers at 
Camp Gordon are also to be issued to 
the men in the course of a short time, 
and the camp will enter into a new 
line of war training heretofore un- 
known to the soldiers at tne camp. 
Getting used to the-heavy but pro- 
tective headpieces will be the chiel 
concern of tne student-soldiers in the 
trenches, and officers state that this is 


:mot hard to do. 


but with the soldiers actually living 


(in the trenches for days at a time, an 
‘arrangement that has been planned for 


some time, it is’ believed that tnere 
will be little trouble experienced along 
this line, and the men will easily learn 
to wear the heavy helmets with no lit- 


‘tle degree of ease. 


Hand Grenades Coming. 

Hand grenades have not yet arrived 
at the camp, officials of the ordnance 
department state, but they are ex- 
pected at any minute and when they 
come the throwing of the formidable 
little shells will be added to the already 
long list of new activities. 

Camp Gordon has made rapid prog- 
ress in her preparations for efficiency 
when she is called into active service 
“over there,” and she is now engaged 
in mastering the essential details that 
accompany life in the trenches with 
the enemy’s line in view. 

The men are taking a remarkable in- 
terest in the things that are being 
pointed out for their guidance by ex- 
perts who have seen service in the 
present war, and by this means the

and simplest form the game consisted 
of hitting a ball and running to a 
stone, which served as a base, about 
fifty feet away. The players of the 
opposing side, eleven in number, were 
scattered about the field to catch the 
ball and throw it at the runner. If 
the latter was hit by the pellet before 
he reached the base he was out. After 
a time, to add to the interest of the 
game, three bases were used. The dia- 
mond form was not originated by 
Doubleday, however, but by another 
lad, Alexander Cartwright, who after- 
wards formed the first regular base- 
ball club tn New York, and took part 
in drafting the first set of rules to 
govern the game. The game at this 
time was not called baseball, but “Old 
Cat” and “Town Ball.” It became 
“baseball” when the Knickerbockers

Government Declares 
Moonshine Supplies 
Of Sugar Forfeited 


Eight thousand pounds sugar, 380 
pounds of malt and 30 bushels of meal, 
on trial in the federal court for the 
last three days, were found guilty Wea- 
nesday of being intended for the man- 
ufacture of moonshine whisky and de- 
clared forfeited to the government. 
Their value was considerably more 
than $1,000. 

The seizure was made September 14, 
in Henry McKee’s barn in Lumpkin 
county, by a number of deputy col- 
lectors and Deputy Marshal Tom Cur- 
tis. McKee is now serving a term in 
Hall county jail for operating a distil- 
lery at that time. 

The property was claimed by M. M. 
Anderson, a Dawsonville merchant, 
who asserted that he had stored it fif- 
teen miles from his store because he 
feared the road would get bad and he 
could not distribute it in that territory 
unless it was handy. 

During the year 1917 up to Septem- 
ber 14, it is alleged, Anderson bought 
and had shipped to him 84,484 pounds 
of sugar, 102,048 pounds of corn meal, 
30.477 pounds of malt and 5,600 pounds 
of corn. Officers claimed that these 
amounts were unreasonable when com- 
pared to the size of Anderson’s legiti- 
mate business. 

It was shown at the trial that about 
seventy-five illicit distilleries were de- 
stroyed in Lumpkin and Dawson coun- 
ties during 1917. It was contended by 
the prosecution that MoKee was fur- 
nishing sugar, meal and malt to people 
operating many of these distilleries. 

Another case almost identical in 
character will be tried before Judge 
Newman this morning at 10 o'clock. 
The seizure was made by the same of- 
ficers and on the same day as the case 
disposed of yesterday. It involves 1,400 
pounds of sugar, 63 bushels of meal 
and 7% bushels of malt, and was seized 
as the property of John Anderson, of 
Lumpkin county, brother of M. M. An- 
derson. 

John Anderson ia now serving a sen- 
tence in Hall county fall for distilling, 
but he has been brought to Atlanta by

POLICE COMMISSIONER 
DISCHARGED BY HYLAN 


Bugher Had Served Only 23 
Days—Dereliction of 
Duty Alleged. 


New York, January 23.—An upheaval 
in the New York police department, the 
most sensational in years, was caused 
by Mayor John F. Hylan today when 
he demanded the resignation as com- 
missioner of Frederick H. Bugher, 
whom he appointed to the office on Jan- 
uary 1. Mr. Bugher promptly com- 
plied with the demand and established 
a record for brevity of service as po- 
police commissioner. ‘ 

Mayor Hylan established another 
precedent when he appointed a uni- 
formed man as acting commissioner, 
selecting for the post Lieutenant Frans 
EK. Enright. The law which provides 
for a civilian head for the police de- 
partment was complied with by giving 
Enright a leave of absence. 

Enright, for many years head of the 
Police Lieutenants’ Benevolent associa- 
tion, has had a picturesque career on 
the force. He is 46 yearg old and was 
appointed a patrolman in 1896. He 
reached the rank of lieutenant nine 
years later, but never got beyond that 

rade. He is a bachelor, lives in Brook- 
yn and is reported to be affiliated with 
Tammany hall. 

The ostensible reason for the re- 
moval of Bugher was his failure to sus- 
pend members of the motorcycle squad 
on charges of levying tribute on mo- 


torists accused of po greg traffic reg- |-

Trial of these o 
commissioner was recommended in a 
presentment handed up oF the grand 
jury which investigated police laxity in 
connection with the murder of Ruth 
Cruger in the bicycle shop of Alfredo 
Cocchi, which was a rendezvous for 
motorcycle police.

An official order was issued today ap-. 
plying to all hotels, restaurants, board- 
ing *houses and public places, to begin 
forthwith. It specifies two meatless 
days weekly—Tuesdays and Fridays— 
in the London district and Wednesdays 
and Fridays in other parts of the king- 
dom, Between the hours of 5 and 16:30 
o'clock in the morning no meat, poul- 
try or game may be consumed on any 
day and no milk may be consumed as 
a beverage except by children under 
10 years of age. 7 

A guest must provide his own sugar 
for sweetening beverages except that 
residents of hotels, clubs and ‘boarding 
houses may be supplied with not ex- 
ceeding six ounces of sugar weekly for 
this purpose, if they do not possess 
ordinary sugar rations. 

The order gives a table indicating 
minutely, even to fractions, the exact 
amount of meat, yes ped bread, flour, 
butter or other fats allowed each gues 

for each meal for the guidance of hote 
and réstaurant proprietors in their 
weekly dietary. Of fats only 1% 
ounces may be allowed each guest daily 
of which not exceeding one-half may 
consist of butter and margarine. 

The weekly allowance for each guest 
is: Meat, 30 ounces; bread, 4 pounds; 
flour, 14 ounces; sugar for cooking, 
2 ounces; butter or fats, 8% ounees. 

In weighing 2% ounces of poultry 
or gwame are reckoned the same as one 
ounce of meat; four ounces of bread 
are reckoned as three ounces of flour. 

Public eating places, which do not 
serve meals exceeding 14 pence in price 
exclusive of beverages, are exempted 
from observing meatless days.
